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BUDGET ASKS HEAVY SACRIFICES 
OF CANADIANS FOR WAR PURPOSES 


Automobile, Tobacco, 
Income Taxes Given 
Drastic Increases 


New National Defence Tax of Two Per Cent. 
Flat Rate Imposed On All Salaries Over 
$600 In Case Of Single Persons 


OTTAWA, June 24.—With drastic increases in income 
taxation reaching virtually every earner, almost prohibitive 
taxes on automobiles and several new taxes, Finance Minis- 
ter Ralston, in his budget speech to the House of Commons 


today, asked tremendous sacrifices of the Canadian people 


for war purposes. 


A new tax on automobiles starting at 10 per cent on 
manufacturers’ value up to $700 and increasing sharply to 
80 per cent on value in excess of $1,200, Col. Ralston said, 
is designed virtually to prohibit purchase of high-priced 
cars and thus conserve foreign exchange. 


Income rates are increased so sharply that a married | 
man with no dependents, paying $36 on a salary of $3,000! 


under present rates, will now pay $195. Exemption is re- 
duced 25 per cent and the rates increased sharply. 


New National Defence Tax 


A new national defence tax of two per cent flat rate is | 


imposed on all salaries over $600 in the case of single per- 
sons and $1,200 in the case of married persons, increasing to 
three per cent for salaries of single persons above $1,200. 


A 10 per cent tax is imposed on all imports (on value 
for duty) except those commodities entered under the Bri- 
tish preferential tariff. This, also, is to conserve foreign 
exchange, Col. Ralston said. 


The graduated rate provided as option ‘‘A” in the ex-| 


cess profits tax imposed last September is withdrawn and 
all must pay under option “B” with the rate increased from 
50 per cent to 75 per cent. 


Smokers Will Pay More Taxes 


Smokers will be called on to pay more taxes with the 
cigarette tax raised from $5 to $6 per thousand, manufac- 
tured tobacco from 25 to 35 cents a pound, cigarette papers 
and tubes from two to five cents per 1,000, raw leaf tobacco 
10 cents a pound (new), cigar taxes doubled and on 
matches increased by one-third. 

Other so-called sumptuary taxes include a new imposi- 
tion of 10 per cent on phonographs, cameras, radios and 
radio tubes. 

The tax on carbonic acid gas used in soft drinks is in- 
creased from two cents to five cents a pound, and the rates 
on rubber tires and tubes, now two and three cents a pound 
respectively, got a flat five cents.

Sales Tax Exemptions Limited 


Sales tax exemptions to home canners is limited to 10,000 
one-pound cans and sales of flowers by farmer-florists will 
be exempt only up to $500. 


There was no change in the sales tax rate and the 
widely-felt apprehension that a tax would be placed on 
gasoline was not realized. 


Tariff changes were almost entirely restricted to tech- 
nical amendments to facilitate administration but changes 
are made in the tea tax fixed last September whereby less 
tea will be duitable at the minimum rate of five cents a pound 
and more at the rates of 7! and 10 cents. 


New Taxes To Bring $110,000,000

Hitler Imposes Harsh 
Peace Terms On France 


LONDON, June 24 France will be stripped of her de- 
fences and her coastline and reduced to a land-locked third 
of her former territory as the reported price of armistice 


with Germany and Italy. 

Adolf Hitler’s terms, as published by authoritative 
sources here, compel the French to surrender more than 
half their country to German occupation; to give up arms, 
munitions, navy and air force to the Nazis; to demobilize 
all armed forces except those needed to maintain order; 
and to bear the cost of the German occupation and Nazi 
administration of the occupied territories,

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Send Them Along 


Those Canadian families, and their 
name is legion, who have offered to take 
care of boys and girls from Great Britain 
until the war ends have volunteered for a 
fine piece of service, fine in the sense of 
being humane and also of being practical 
loyalty to kith, kin and Empire. The re- 
sponsibility involved is very considerable, 
and the credit due to these volunteer cus- | 
todians is correspondingly large. 

Little has yet been done in the way of | 
a systematic canvass to find out how many 
of these young refugees can be accommo- | 
dated in Canada. But it is certain that | 
homes will be found for an indefinitely | 
large number, for as many in fact as Brit- | 
ain may wish to send across and as trans- 
portation can be provided for. If it should 
come to that, Canada will take care of as 
many of these temporary exiles as there 
are homes in the Dominion. One way or 
another we will make room for them, 
however many may come. 


Why Not ? 


The municipality of Penticton, in Brit- 
ish Columbia’s famed orchard country, 
has adopted a novel but very practical 
way to help fill the nation’s war chest. It 
is planned to invest the entire sinking 
funds, amounting to $650,000, in war sav- 
ings certificates. 

Penticton people deserve great credit 
alike for*what they are doing and for the 
lead they have given to municipal authori- 
ties all across Canada. They seem to have 
been the first to see a convenient method 
by which a vast sum of money can be 
turned into the war fund. | 

Municipal councils and school boards 
throughout the Dominion must be holding 
a total of several hundreds of millions of 
dollars in sinking funds, with which to 
pay off obligations to mature at future 
dates—some at dates far in the future. 
Invested in war savings certificates this 
money would be at once available for war 
use; the municipalities would hold the best 
Securities they could have; and they could 
obtain the money as required by giving 
reasonable notice to the finance depart- 
ment. 


Canada's New Governor General 


The Earl] of Athlone takes up his duties 
as Governor General of Canada some 
twenty-seven years after he was first 
named for the post. The former Great 
War intervened to prevent his coming in 
1914, the Duke of Connaught carried on 
and his successor-designate has been 
since engaged as soldier and executive in 
other fields. 

If one war prevented the Earl coming 
to Canada, another war perhaps had 
something to do with his appointment at 
this time. It was fitting that following 
the visit of the King and Queen last year 
a brother of the Queen Mother should be 
chosen to represent His Majesty here, 
and peculiarly fitting because of the cir- 
cumstances which have arisen in the 
meantime. 

The first official act of the new Gov- 
ernor was to sign the bill by which the 
person, services and property of every 
resident of Canada are placed at the dis- 
posal of the King for purposes of war. No 
predecessor has had to begin his term 
with so disagreeable a duty. But it was 
a duty imposed by and with the free and 
full consent of the overwhelming mafor- 
ity of the people of the Dominion; in re- 
sponse, in fact, to a nation-wide demand 
that every resource, human and material, 
be pooled in defence of liberty. 

It was the great good fortune of Lord 
Tweedsmuir to come to Canada in time 
of peace. He was thus enabled to travel 
about freely, as he did extensively, to be- 
come acquainted with the country, its 
people, its resources, its history, and its 
outlook. His successor is not so favored, 
for in war-time life for a Governor Gen- 
eral, as for the common man, cannot move 
in the free-and-easy fashion of peace- 
time. But it will be his privilege to share 
our anxieties, our efforts, and, please 
God, our rejoicing “when the curse of 
Hitleriam has been lifted from the brows 
of men,”

‘ Rumania Coerced 


King Carol has to do some fast man- 
oeuvring to keep blitzkrieg out of Ru- 
mania. His sympathies have apparently 
been with the Allies, so far as he could 
spare any sympathies from himself. He 
at least has not been giving Hitler as much 
oil as he demanded, on the ground that 
most of the wells belonged to French and 
British investors and he couldn't be ex- 
pected to steal their oil. 

With France out of the fight and Brit- 
ain on the defensive, that argument won't 
impress Berlin any longer, so Carol has 
had to readjust his point of view to ac- 
commodate the realities of the situation. 
He has made up a composite cabinet, 
supposed to represent what he calls the 
“party of the nation.” But since the Nazi 
Iron Guard is the most conspicuous ele- 
ment in it, and bound to dominate it or 
call on Hitler for help, what the cabal 
really symbolizes is the bloodless subju- 
gation of Rumania to the Fuehrer’s will. 

It may as well be assumed that Ru- 
manian oil and wheat will go to the 
Reich, in whatever amounts Berlin calls 
for; and the Rumanians will get for it 
whatever the director of the commercial 
Squeeze policy may choose to give them. 
The Rumanians won't like the deal, and 
when the time comes they will fight for 
their rights as they did in the last war. 
But for the present their country has been 
taken into the “orbit,”’ and just now there 
is nothing they or the Allies—or Carol— 
can do about it. 

Nothing succeeds like success. Up to 
now the success of Hitlerism has been 
cumulative. But every non-German people 
brought under political or commercial 
dominance is another enemy awaiting the 
chance to help smash the machine. Once 
the tide of fortune turns, the whole struc- 
ture will go to pieces like a house of cards. 


At the trial of “fuehrer’’ Arcand and 
his associates in Montreal, the Crown pre- 
sented evidence to show that these gen- 
tlemen had planned to “take over” Canada 
“sometime in 1940". If that was their in- 
tention the corispirators should be thank- 
ful to the police or having unearthed 
their plot and taken them into custody. 
About all of Canada they could “take

The wise-crackers in New York and” way 
points who a few months ago were telling their 
hearers that the war in Europe was a “phoney 
war,’ have it near their own doorsteps now. 
In Ecuador, Uruguay and Colombia~as well as 
in Argentina—Nazi fifth columnists are prepar- 
ing the way for a Nazi 
invasion. No wonder Presi- 
dent Roosevelt took lightly 
Herr Hitler's assertion that 
a Nazi invasion of America was a “grotesque” 
idea, 

Nazi plots to seize Patagonia have been 
exposed by the Argentine government. “Stutz- 
punkts” or Nazi cells have been established at 
all strategic points in Ecuador and Uruguay. 
Documents, maps and photographs have been 
scized from members. A German recently 
arrested in Montevideo proved to be an expert 
map-maker. In his possession were maps of 
Montevideo showing the locations of barracks, 
railroad junctions, air fields and munition 
depots.

In an appeal to all loyal Canadians of Ger- 
man birth or extraction, “Der Nordwestern,” a 
German language newspaper published in Win- 
nipeg, comments as follows: 


“When the day of victory for Canada and 
the British Empire comes, then greater care 
must be exercised in the refusal of freedom 
to such organizations which let their Cana- 
dian loyalty take second place to other con- 
siderations.

“We have always advised our readers to 
place first the important things, and that 
means that their new home and its welfare 
must come first.

Sets which he calls indigestion. A 
physician would probably call these 
attacks acute gastritis. 

During the attack the patient is 
usually bothered by nausea. He 
may complain of a severe headache, 
either in the front of the head, or 
through the whole back and base of 
the head. He may have such symp- 
toms as chilliness, trembling, and 
repugnance toward taking any food 
whatever. 

Occasionally during one of these 
attacks of indigestion, an actual 
Pain may arise in the stomach but 
as a general rule instead of actual 
pain, the patient experiences more 
of a dull discomfort. When the pit 
of the stomach is pressed upon with 
the fingers, such pressure may bring 


| out a feeling of soreness, and the 


part may feel hard or rigid. 

An attack of this nature often fol- 
lows the eating of foods which the 
patient knows from experience will 
disagree with him. Sometimes the 
trouble lies in the foods themselves, 
which are difficult of digestion, and
